According  to  Fteshman  Senator 
Ashley  Candy,  approximately  UX) 
students  and  faculty  mcmbcis  at- 
tended the  forum.  The  bookstore, 
owned  independently  from  the  col- 
lege. sent  the  following  reprcscnia- 
lives:  Tbm  Drewes,  bookstore  man- 
ager. Mark  Zimmerman.  Follcii  Re- 
gional Manager;  and  Ed  Kinney,  in 
charge  of  texts.  SOA  President  Rob 
Kelly  and  Freshman  Class  Prcstdcni 
Theresa  Gueveni  were  present.  The 
following  questions  were  posed  to 
Drewes:

Jackson  took  the  audience  of  2000 
back  in  time,  tn  order  to  trace  the  current 
social  ptoblcms  to  ihetr  origins,  which 
he  fell  were  before  colonial  sciUemcni. 
'Americans  have  no  right  to  live  on  the 
land  that  isas  not  them.'  he  shouted.

Calling  him  "the  tallest  tree  in  ihe 
Democratic  forest".  Jackson  pul  the  late 
former  Chief  Justice  Thurgood  Marshall 
on  a level  higher  than  that  of  George 
NVtahmgion  and  TTiomas  Jefferson.  He 
aied  that  the  iwoformer  preside  ms  failed 
lo  marry  'law  and  moraliiy"  dunng  their 
years  in  public  life,  something  Marshall 
accomplished  in  1954  by  abolishing  the 
'separate  but  equal  ' rule  that  had  di- 
vided Macks  and  whites  tor  so  long  In 
some  areas  of  Ihc  country. 

'The  great  unifier"  demanded  that 
Americans  reinvest  in  ihciiBe  Ive,  i n tha  r 
futures,  not  in  other  countries  and  ihcir 
economic  futures.  Repeatedly,  Jackson 
hammered  home  the  question,  'Why  is 
Japan  ahead?"  He  broke  his  argument 
down  into  at.  equation  between  the  Japa- 
nese and  honey  bees,  stating 'Japan  rein- 
vests in  Japan.  Honey  bees  reinvest  in 
their  hivcs-brainle&s  insects,  doing 
something  America  does  noL  Honey 
bees  get  nectar  and  feed  the  Howers  they 
rob.  When  Amenca  gets  labor  from 
abroad,  we  will  kill  ourselves.  We  tob 
ourselves!"

In 
her  lecture,  Brison  will  discuss  her  long 
and  painful  processuf  physical  andemo- 
linnol  recovery,  Lodersald. 

Brison  will  olso  speak  about  “how 
this  experience  changed  her  sense  of 
herself,  her  security  and  her  Identity," 
saidLcder.

Orison  will  suggest  ihol  the  livc.i 
of  women  in  Amcrico  are  inducnccd 
by  thk  threat  which  determines  "when 
youcangooui,walkoui  at  night,  when 
not  to  walk,"  said  Lcdcr,  who  heutd

Pan  of  his 
wtirk-ttudy  assignments  included  the 
copying  uf  hooUets.  parts  of  books,  and 
even  entire  books.  The  supervisor  from 
his  department  attached  stem  warnings 
not  10  submit  these  items  to  central  dupli- 
cating for  copying.  The  student  forwarded 


copKiof  twosuch  warmag  notes  tots. 
The  reason  for  the  u>-bossc  copying 
%a  that  ccetril  icfuso  u 

wlaic  copyrights  without  pennsssoe 
boa  the  pubtsher  So  the  student  was 
forced  to  copy  itema  such  a a bookki 
from  the  Uruvcnity  of  Wrpoa  that 
iscs  a spccul  type  of  paper  that  reads 
“copyrigbi  vtoUuoe"  00  reproducuons. 
He  aho  traucaOy  cnou^ coped  a book- 
let bom  the  cthia  oomnutiee.  In  the 
meantupc.  teachers  were  weekly  cheat  - 
pubtsbers  out  of  theu  share  of  prof- 
its 

Actually,  this  came  as  no  surpruc 
10  me.  A close  fneod  of  mme  came 
aaoas  the  same  problem.  Since  the 
school  library  has  limited  resources  for 
facultjrresearch,  the  faculty  are  forced 
to  turn  to  inter-library  loans.  These 
books  are  due  back  normally  far  before 
a teacher's  scholarly  paper  ts  fimshed. 
so  the  teacher  must  resort  to  copying 
these  vital  research  materials,  llierc- 
fore,  my  fnend  was  asked  by  one  of  hts 
worksiudy  profeasoniosundaiacopio 
for  two  hours  straight  and  copy  books 
upwards  of  a hundred  pages.  'Rus  son 
of  occurrence  is  probably  actually  more 
the  rule  than  the  cicepiion.  Granted,  I 
only  include  examples  fmn  two  dc pan- 
ments,  but  this  isn't  the  son  of  problem 


whercwtMdirsvekfasi.  Inihsstiuauoo. 
tnost  wort-atudy  employees  would  shrug 
ihcu  beam  aad  jist  copy  the  matenats 
Nfosi  wouldn't  talk  about  iL  But  maybe 
we  should. 

Copyright  vioiauons  like  this  are 
coounooly  taken  lightly.  lAtnp  through 
the ' FBI  w armng*  on  home  videos,  and 
It  0 doubtful  that  people  would  besiiiic 
(0  copy  movies  if  they  couM.  IM;  copy 
our  fnends'  COsonfo  tape  without  really 
thinking  about  it.  In  the  same  way. 
teachers  copy  educational  maienals 
They  may  feci  a bn  uneasy  about  it,  but 
they  probably  mimmiro  guilt  by  think- 
ing that  no  one  will  really  Tindoui  about 
It,  and  after  all  few  professois  probably 
do  it.  Bui  if  we  tallied  up  all  Ihe  profes- 
sors who  felt  thu  way.  the  resultt  would 
likely  be  disconoenmg. 

Ofeourse.  the  profesKirs  ically  have 
Ihe  school  and  the  siudcau*  intercsu  at 
hean.  Most  professors  want  to  publuh 
solid  journal  submission  to  bnng  pres- 
iigc  10  Loyola  and  ullimalely  funher 
ihcir  own  careers.  They  also  might  de- 
cide to  copy  a section  of  a textbook  to 
dutnbuie  to  a class  in  order  to  save  the 
students  the  money  from  buying  the  en- 
ure book.  This  logic  can  be  quite  con- 
vincing in  light  of  the  fact  that  the  pub- 
luhers  that  sell  books  at  Loyola's  book- 


store often  ha>%  no  qualrru  abouiselUng 
t0cd  books  at  rates  higher  thin  the  origi- 
nal cover  prKe.  The  pnccs  of  new  ttxi- 
books  are  even  worse.  However,  by 
copying  sections  of  lexibooki.  teachers 
compel  the  publuhcrs  to  dnvc  the  pnccs 
of  books  up  in  order  to  competuate  for 
losi  proflu  due  to  copynghi  violations. 
So  for  shon  icrm  gains,  there  are  long 
termsacnflccs. 

Some  professors  may  feel  that  the 
advantages  of  illegally  copying  items 
outweigh  any  eihical  concerru.  Obvi- 
ously this  0 a judgment  call.  ^ki.  it  0 
less  dupuiable  that  thu  son  of  problem 
has  been  going  on  for  some  umc  now  , 
mostly  out  of  the  public  eye  of  the  col- 
lege community.  Xcroxingcopynghicd 
iteno  may  seem  to  be  a minor  clhtcal 
concern,  bui  it  0 an  ethical  issue  none- 
theless. Ccnainly  ihc  professors  who 
copy  lie  ms  illegally  wouldn't  apprcciBic 
it  if  they  discovered  ihol  their  own  pub- 
l0hcd  works  were  being  copied  ille- 
gally. One  student  cared  about  it  enough 
locomcforwanJ,  tocometous.  At  least 
ih0  anicic  can  let  others  m his  situation 
know  that  they're  not  alone,  l^rhaps 
ih0  article  will  do  little  10  change  ihc 
minds  of  copynghi  offenders,  bul  at  the 
very  least  it  puu  the  problem  out  in  the 
open,  where  it  belongs.

In  response  to  Maiibcw  McGure’s 
oplnsan  ankle  in  The  Crryhound.  **US 
policy  in  Iraq  ni-focosed  and  poorly  ex- 
ecuted,* we  would  like  to  address  the 
issue  of  Israel's  deponation  of  members 
of  militant  blaouc  fundamentalist  orga- 
mzaiiom.  While  Mr.  McClure  touched 
on  this  issue  only  bnefly  in  his  anicic,  we 
feel  that  it  deserves  a more  detailed  expla- 
nauon.  in  the  interest  of  fairness. 

Afkr  weeks  of  rapidly  escalating 
vtoknee  in  the  GazaStnp.  pcrpeiuatcdby 
members  of  the  blanuc  fundamcntalisi 
group  Hamas,  brael  resorted,  if  imper- 
fectly. to  what  denruicly  was  an  obviois 
renmdy  to  her  precarious  situatton.  Il  is 
important  to  note  that  the  attacks  in  ques- 
tion took  place  entirely  in  areas  within 
brwl's  1967  borders  - land  clearly  the 
legal  lerrtiory  of  the  bnel  state,  sepanie 
from  the  lanJ  In  dBpute.

new  allcgstions  of  braeb  wrong-dotng 
are  obviously  intended,  once  again,  to 
derul  peace  negotiaiiom  which  ought 
result  in  some  compromise  on  the  Arab 
front.  Nevertheless,  brael  has  agreed  to 
re-admit  100  of  those  expelled  immedi- 
ately. with  the  remainder  repainaicd 
gradually. 

The  response  of  the  UN  lo  Iraqi 
aggression,  to  which  Mr.  McOurc  re- 
ferred in  his  article,  should  obviously  be 
difTcreni  than  its  response  to  brach  de- 
fense.
